ANTENNA BREAKS 
WOMAN'S LEG 


Radio Strikes Her as Plane 
Flies Low Over Beach. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The 
Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy De- 
partment, is making an investiga- 
tion cf the injury to Mrs. Emily 
Hoffbauer on the beach at Point 
Pleasant, N. J., Monday. afternoon, 
caused by the unreeled antenna of 


a naval seaplane. 

Six seaplanes were flying along 
the coast from Newport, R. I., to 
the naval air station, Hampton 
Roads, Va., a very considerable |, 
wind was blowing and the planes 
flew lower than they normally 
would because it gave them in- 
creased speed. The wireless an- 
te na of one of the planes became 
unreeled through a defect or break 
in the reel. The antenna is about 
200 feet long and a lead weight is 
attached to the lower end to hold 
it in position when unreeled for 
radio communication. This weight 
apparently struck Mrs. Hoffbauer 


The pilot and crew of the plane 
which did the damage are believed 
to have been unaware of the fact 
that the antenna had reeled out 
and was dangling in the air close 
to the ground. 

When flying over communities, 
both army and navy planes are 
required to seek higher altitudes. 
The accident is the first one of its 
kind and is certain to result in the 
issuance of orders to naval pilots 
not to fiy clése enough to the 
ground for antenna to come in 
contact with innocent bystanders or 
with buildings. : .

SEVERAL HUNDRED 
PERSONS AT BUS 
PERMIT HEARIN 


Those Favoring Granting 
Application of St. Louis 
Bus Co., U. R. Subsid- 
iary, Given Floor First. 


Several hundred persons crowd- 
ed the Board of Public Service 
chamber today, at the hearing held 
by the Board on the application of 
the St. Louis Bus Co., a subsidiary 
concern of the United Railways 
Co., for permits to operate busses 


over five routes. 

Those favoring the permits had 
the floor first, but the Lindenwood 
opponents of the United Railways 
plan, who favor the granting of 
permits in their district to the 
People’s Motorbus Co., began a 
demonstration when August J. 
Lang of Lindenwood spoke in fa- 
yor ofthe U. R. plan. They hissed 
Lang, and shouted “put him out,” 
and “don’t listen to him!” and 
President Kinsey of the beard had 
to call them to order repeatedly. 

The U. R. Plan Explained. 

Stanley Clark, representing the 
United Railways reorganization 
committee, was the first speaker 
in behalf of the igsuance of the 
permits. He said it was planned 
to operate the busses as part of 
the general transportation system, 
and on routes not as yet having 
bus service. The plan is to charge 
bus passengers 10 cents, and give 
them free transfers to street cars, 
and to charge car passengers 7 
cents, and an extra 3 cents for 
transfers to busses. 

He said busses were an essential 
part of the city’s transportation 
system, but that a competitive bus 
line would delay, if it would not 
prevent, the reorganization of the 
United Railways property. 

The People’s Motorbus Co., he 
said, had not been willing to enter 
into a transfer arrangement with 
the United Railways. 

Ultimate Aim in View. 

“On the consummation of the 

reorganization,’’ Clark said, we 
wish to go before the people with 
an ordinance, submitted under the 
initiative, for a transportation sys- 
tem of cars and busses working in 
harmony, with the city Govern- 
ment represented upon the board 
of control of both the car system 
and the bus line.” 
Col. Albert T. Perkins, manager 
of the United Railways Co., said 
the plan was practicable, and that 
the approval of the State Public 
Service Commission would be 
asked for the transfer arrange- 
ment. 

Edward W. Foristel, attorney 
representing the United Railways 
employes, and D. J. Murphy, presi- 
dent, and David Kreyling, secre- 
tary of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union, expressed themselves 
as supporting the United Railways 
bus plan. Foristel said that be- 
cause of the competition of the 
People’s bus line, street car em- 
ployes were being laid off. 

Lindenwood Man Heard. 

Turmoil was then caused by the 
appearance of Lang of Linden- 
wood, who, when he was able to 
make himself heard above the pro- 
tests of his fellow suburbanites, 
argued for the United Railways 
plan. When he said that Linden- 
wood wanted street car connec- 
tions, he was answered from the 
gallery with shouts of “No, we 
don't.“ He said he had lived in 
Lindenwood 28 years, and had 
been a pioneer in the fight for 
transportation there. 

The interpolations of disapproval 
that punctuated the address of 
Lang were replaced by a roar of 
applause when I. N. Brown, sec- 
retary of the Lindenwood-Gratist 
Improvement Association, arose to 
speak for the People’s Motorbus 
Co. He denounced the U. R. for 
its 20-year refusal to grant serv- 
ice,“ and said that when he sug- 
gested to the St. Louls Bus Co. 
that it compete with the People’s 
company, he was told that it was 
impossible. 


He dwelt on the good record of 
the People’s company, and told 
how President R. W. Meade had 
promised service within 10 days 
after the granting of permits. On 
the other hand, he pictured the 
United Railways, brought to the 
necessity for installation of serv- 
ice by the enterprise of the Peo- 
ple's company. 

N Speaker Polls Audience. 

Brown referred to the St. Louis 
Bus Co. as “the child of the old 
United Hallways octopus,” and in 
his closing argument asked those 
who favored the service of the Peo- 
ple’s Motorbus Co. to raise their 
hands. A general elevation of hands 
followed. He then put the ques- 
tion as to the St. Louls Bus Co. 
service and a few hands were 
raised. 

Two other speakers for the Peo- 
ple’s Motorbus Co. were John A. 
Ritchie of Chicago, president of th. 
corporation controlling the loca 
bus lines, and W. Frank Carter, at- 
torney for Ritchie and a stockhold- 
er in the company. 

Carter said that the St. Louis Bus 
Co. was presumptuous in warning 
St. Loulsans against the People’s 
Motorbus Co. as “outsiders,”” when 
Sam W. Greenland and J. K. New- 
man, who are reorganizing the U 
R., only recently came to St. Louls 

Carter said the People's company 
had $900,000 to spend in improve- 
ments, and that service would be 
installed almost immediately upon 
the granting of permits He said 
that co-ordination of bus and.

GET 20 YEARS FOR 
ATTACKING GIRL 


Pair Found Guilty of Crim- 
inal Assauit on Child — 
Death Penalty Was 
Asked for. 


Twenty-year penitentiary sen- 
tences were given by a jury to two 
men known to the police as Cuckoo 
gangsters, Joe Burleson and Sam 
Jones, for criminai assault com- 
mitted May 7 last against Ruby 
Gray, 12 years old.

A 16-year-old girl testified 
that she saw Ruby Gray in the 
kitchen, and saw her taken into an- 
other room. A physician testified 
to the result of his examination of 
the child. 

The lawyer defending Burleson 
Ind Jones argued that they would 
not have remained at the house 
after committing such an offense. 
No one would have done so, he 
said, unless he were “cuckoo.” A- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Bowcock, 
prosecuting the case, took up the 
word “cuckoo” as applying to the 
men’s gang connections.

When the girls of Fidelity, III..

Jr., the village blacksmith, who 
wields. the scissions of sledge with 
equal ease. 

Lutz moved to Fidelity from Al- 
ton im July to take charge of the 
blacksmith shop of his father. The 
son learned the blacksmithing 
trade 20 years ago and at one time 
had a barber shop in Fidelity. 
About the time Lutz returned to 
Fidelity, the barber who had been 
located there moved, so Lutz 
bought, a barber chair and supplies 
and opened up his tonsorial par- 
lor in a corner of the blacksmith 
shop. 

Finds Advertising Pays. 

Lutz frequently abandons plac- 
ing a new spoke in a wheel to shave 
a farmer who has stopped to have 
a week's growth of chin stubble 
removed. When he is doing bar- 
bering he talks jovially and en- 
tertainingly on any subject that 
the customer shows an inclination 
to discuss, but when welding metal 
or repairing wagons he has little to 
say. 

“No sooner had my advertise- 
ments in the county newspapers 
appeared,” Lutz said, “than trade 
in hair-bobbing began to get brisk. 
A number of the town girls came 
in: Some were already bobbed 
and some never had Been bobbed.

His hot-

He called attention to the fact 
that he had approved participa- 
tion in the observance by State 
military units and patriotic soci- 
eties but disapproved of “efforts 
of the regular army to appoint 
committees to mobolise civiliap 
forces in the State.“

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Fra- 
ternalism as a “strong reliance of 
ordered government, according to 
public law,” was eulogized today 
by President Coolidge in an ad- 
dress to a delegation representing 
the National Fraternal Congress. 

The President characterized the 
spirit of brotherhood as the fun- 
damental principle of our eountry.”’ 
As a result, he said, there is a 
“very. great deal more of equality 
in America than is yet appreci- 
ated.” He named the elemental 
virtues necessary to success as in 
cluding industry, loyalty, faith and 
fellowship. 

“Not to have faith in our fellow 
men,” he continued, “is not to have 
faith in ourselves. It is to deny our 
mutual dependence upon each oth- 
er and upon a divine power. We 
live in an ordered universe ruled 
by law and by the guiding power 
of Providence. Not to hold faith 
appears to me to attempt to fight 
against the stars in their ceurses. 
Such resistance must end in de- 
struction. Faith in God is the be- 
ginning of religion.”

COUZENS DEFERS TAX INQUIRY, 
PLEASING COOLIDGE MANAGERS 


Michigan Senator Was te Have Be- 
gun Revenue Bureau Investi- 
gation Sept. 2.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Sena- 
tcr Couzens, of Michigan, who, aft- 
er being one of the thorns in the 
side of the~Coolidge administration 


during his term in the Senate, fi- 
nally announced his support of the

One of the worries of the Repub- 
lican campaign was that the inves- 
tigation of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, whch Senator Couzens 


proposed, was scheduled to start 
Sept. 2. Senator Couzens today 
notified his office here htat it will 
be impossible for the committee to 
assemble on that date, and that 
he was unable to fix a definite 
date for it. When Couzens en- 
gaged Francis Heney to undertake 
the inquisition of Secretary Mellon 
for this committee the President 
wrote an indignant message to the 
Senate about it, backing up Mel- 
lon, who said the Treasury was be- 
ing demoralized by the investiga- 
tion. The investigation was order- 
ed to proceed with another inquisi- 
tor engaged by the committee. 
Republican managers did not like 
the idea of having a Senate inves- 
tigation making a target of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and his 
department after Coolidge’s speech 


of acceptance, wherein the Presi- 
dent declared that, not since Ham- 
Uton's time, had there been so ef- 
ficient and skiliful an administra-- 
tion of the country’s finances. It 
is, of course, possible for Couzens 
to convene the committee before 
the campaign is over. He is a can- 
date for the Republican senatorial 
nominati the primaries for 
which come early in September. It 
may be that the results of this pri- 
mary may determine whether the 
investigation goes on or not.

CARLSBAD CAVERN 
REVEALS WONDERS 


Explorers Find Great Rooms 
in Texas-New Mexico 
Cave. 


By the Associated Press. 

AUST, Tex., Aug. 29.—Dang- 
ling at the end of a wire rope, 170 
feet into the underground home of 
many thousands of bats, the Gov- 
ernors of Texas and New Mexico 
recently explored the great Caris- 
bad cavern, discovered not long ago 
in the Guadalupe mountains of 
southeastern New Mexico. The only 
means of ingress is in a steel buck- 
et, which holds two persona if they 
are not too large. The two gover- 
nors, Pat M. Neff, of Texas, and 
J. F. Hinckle, of New Mexico, went 
down separately. 

The less scenic part of Carisbad 
Cavern has been known for many 
years as a bat cave. Recently ex- 
plorers traversed several miles of 
its halls and chambers, and some 
parts of it were found to have such 
magnificence that President Cool- 
idge, by proclamation, set it aside 
as the Carlsbad National Monu- 
ment. 

This cave is among the largest 
in the world and presents many 
marvels. From prehistoric times it 
seems the bats have made their 
homes here, amid the striking un- 
derground scenery. For several 
years large quantities of guano 
have been shipped from the cave. 

At dusk the bats begin to leave 
the cave for their night of forag- 
ing. For about three hours the 
winged stream resembles smoke 
pouring from a smokestack. In 
the early morning they return. 
each folding its wings when in 
midair above the opening of the 
cave and dropping down into the 
shaft like a plummet. 

The opening of the cavern is in 
New Mexico but the cave itself ex- 
tends into Texas. The cave has not 
been fully explored, and its di- 
mensions are net known. It is be- 
lieved to go down 800 feet below 
sea level. The ceilings in some 
places are go high that a person 
standing on the floor cannot see 
them even with strong torches. 

At the entrance, 700 feet below, 
are three large rooms. The biggest 
is called Shinav's Wigwam in hon- 
or of a king of Navajo Indian 
mythology. The smallest is 160 
feet long by 140 feet wide. The 
largest has not been measured. 
The three are decorated with 
gleaming onyx and thousands of 
stalactites. Still another big room 
farther on is more than a half 
mile in length. The stalagmites 
rise from the floor like great white 
monuments, and the glittering sides 
and ceiling resemble the banquet 
room 7 a mythological king. 


ALL GERMAN SHIPPING LINES

The 
Levant line in turn represents a 
merger of the German Levant line, 
the Bremen Aro line and the Bre- 
men Atlas line. The entire orienta] 
service has been combined in one 
concern. This means that freight 
rates can be offered that will suc- 
cessfully underbid, it is claimed.

‘This combination @ shipping 
combanies doing business in the 
Near East is regarded as but a first 
step in the direction of actually 
putting all German shipping unde: 
one “hat. 

By pooling interests the German 
lines hope to make it possible tc 
throw their tonnage in whatever 
direction business is best, without 
having to keep up established 
schedules merely for the sake of 
prestige.

oses Johnson ’s Plan 
To Curb Use of Substitutions 


Cardinal Manager Says Pinch Batters and Pitchers Have Be- 


come Part of Baseball—Suggests Reducing Player 
Limit to Accomplish Purpose. | 


Ban Johnson's plan to restrict the number of pitchers and sub- 
stitute batters permitted in a ball game will not meet with much 


approval, either from baseball men 


or from the public, in the opinion 


of Branch Rickey, manager of the Cardinals. 


„It there is a desire to shorten 
games by limiting the number of 
men permitted in a game, the one 
way to accomplish the purpose is, 


to cut down the player limit,” said 
Rickey. “Then you would be ac- 
complishing something. The 
wealthy clubs are better able to 
buy high-priced players and hold 
them and so any rule limiting the 
number of players on a club 
really favors the smaller clubs. 
“But the plan to restrict the use 
of relief pitchers and substitute 
batters is not a happy.one. Where 
can you try out new players except 
in games. The best test is in 
games, under fire and that also is 
he only way the men can. get big 
zeague training. You might as) 
well cut the player limit way 
down, if you are going to restrict 


the use of players in the games. 
Clubs can’t carry players all sea- 
son just for what they can learn 
on the bench. The same goes for 
pitchers. 


Youth Must Have a Chance. 


“You cant’ start a young pitcher 
without having men in reserve and 
ye? they have to be started to ac- 
quire experience. If there were a 
rule limiting the pitchers in one 
game to two men a team with 
four good pitchers could go on 
winning pennants indefinitely. 
Clubs with seven or eight pitchers, 
forced to jockey the pitching staffs 
to win ball games would have no 
chance. 

“Such a rule would result in 
sharp practice on the ball field. 
There would have to be exceptions | 
in cases where players were in- 


jured or became ih ane there is no 


way of telling when a man reallr+ 


ie ill or injured and. when he is 
preténding. Illness is relative. One 
may die and another man live and 
the one who lived may have seemed 
to be about to die. Players would 
be taken out and it would de 
claimed that they were Ill or in- 
jured and there would be no way 
of proving or disproving the mana- 
ger’s contention. Thus the very 
object of the rule—the saving of 
time—might be defeated.

The ten-year-old girl deserves 
first of all, to grow in mind and 
body and her spirit must be kept 
joyous and lofty. No matter how 
pressing the work we cannot af- 
ford to exploit some child in or- 
der to get it done. 

Four hours is the extreme limit 
of housekeeping for the ten-year- 
old girl during vacation, while 
three would be more nearly ideal.
